VENAL BRITISH JOURNALS SELL 
: THEIR NEWSPAPER SOULS.

Since Monday Last John Bull has 


Been Asked to Subseribe to a 
Dosen Rotten Schemes and the 
Advertiser’s Coin Has Parchased 
the Pencils of all England. 


— 
(BY TELEGRAPH TO THe TIMES. 
NEW YORK. May 24,—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The. British newspapers, Lon- 
don and provincial, small and large, 
have been having a great time. There 
has been a violent fever of public-com- 
pany promoting, and hundreds of thou- 
gands of pounds have been spent upon 

advertising. Within the last ten days 
there have been as many as a dozen 
new companies advertised in one day, 
and the newspapers have been getting 
practically their own price and con- 
currently swallowing what little pre- 
tense some of them maintained of look- 
ing after the interests of the public. 


It is the maxim of every swindling 


promoter of rotten business concerns 
that any English newspaper will 
sell its soul for a good fat advertise- 
ment, and this reproach is now being 
daily justified. Since last Monday alone 
the public has been asked to subscribe 
to various enterprises at least 310.000. 
‘000. The schemes related to cycle tires, 
motor cars, furniture, gold mines, boots 
and shoes, dry goods and other things, 
and it may be truly declared that there 
is not a thoroughly honest one among 
the whole lot. The majority have the 
mark of fraud upon the surface, and 
if the law were as it should be, their 
promoters would be in jail for obtain- 
ing money under false pretenses. 


But the “conscientious” British news- 


paper man, who never tires ot denounc- 
ing the venality of the foreign newspa- 
pers, in which category the invariably 
includes the Américan journals, says it 
is not His duty to consider the honesty 
ot the advertisements offered him. He 
takes the money, puts the advertise- 
ments in. and the contract ends. The 
public must look after themselves, and 
a poor hand they are making of it, 
Rings have been formed and stock ex- 
change shares manipulated to a pre- 
mium before allotment,and then nothing 
except warnings in the newspapers, 
which are never given, will prevent the 
public rushing in. One man, a noto- 
tious promoter, after spending $100,000 
in preliminary puffs, champagne lunch- 
eons and exquisite dinners tb. men 
likely to We useful, floated a particu- 
larly impudent scheme, with the result 
that he has made a profit of $1,000,000, 
At one of his dinners he managed to 
@ecure the presence of royalty, and it 
would be interesting to Know how it 
Was done and what it cost. His envious 
rivals would give a good deal for the 
information.

HORRIBLE FATE OF A FAMILY OF 
SIX AT CHICAGO. 


The Reservoir of a Gasoline Stove 

_Blews Up and Carpenter Malm 

and Three Children Are Burned 

to Death—His Wife and Another 
Child Are Severely Burned. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE) 


| CHICAGO, May 24.—By the explosion 


of a gasoline stove on Townsend street 
today, a family of six persons was al- 
most exterminated. Four are dead and 
a fifth is so badly burned that death is 
almost certain. The names of the dead 


are: 
: OTTO MALM, a carpenter, 32 years 
old. 

SIMA MALM, 8 years old. 

HILYA MALM, 6 years old. 

OTTO MALM, JR., 3 years old. 
The injured are: 
MRS. ELLA MALM, 33 years old, 
burned arms and face; will recover. 
"ELLEN MALM, 8 years old; severely 
burned about the head and body; will 
probably die. 

Mrs. Malm, the wife and mother, had 
arlsen to prepare breakfast, and her 
husband and children were still asleep 
in bed. She Ughted a gasoline stove, 
when the reservoir, whith holds the 
supply of oll, exploded, throwing the 
burning fluid about the rooms. Before 
the sleeping members of the family 
could be taken out, or even warned, 
they were shut in by flames and burne 
almost to a crisp. When the explosion 
occurred Mrs. Malm rushed frantically 
from the dwelling and screamed for 
help. Then she returned to the house, 
soon reappearing with her three-year- 
‘old child in her arms. Pieces of burn- 
ing clothing still adhered to the burned 
flesh of the babe, and it died shortly 
afterward. The screams of the mother 
had by this time brought the neighbors 
to the scene. 

The fire department was summoned, 
and the firemen rushed into the rooms 
and removed the inmates, while water 
was thrown upon the flames. The 
mother’s burns were attended by the 
doctors, and it was found they are com- 
paratively slight. She was removed to 
the home of some friends. 


MILLER IS BITTER. 


Jerked into Jail at Denver Like an 
Ordinary Citizen. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRB.) 

DENVER, May 24.—Oscar E. Miller, 
president of the Hernia Treatment 
Company of Chicage. who was brought 
here under arrest, charged with con- 
spiracy to defraud the stockholders and 
depositors of the Commercial National 
Bank of Denver, which failed two years 
ago and of which he was a stockholder, 
has been unable to obtain ball and 
passed last night in the County Jail, 
and must at least spend another there. 

Miller was very indignant when he 
found that he would receive no more 
consideration than any other prisoner, 
He said he could give a bond for $1,000,- 
000 in Chicago, but the United States 
District Attorney refused to accept 
district. 
Miller expects to secure his release to- 
morrow- and in the mean time, it is 
said, refuses to eat prison food: and 
promises to make trouble for the au- 
thorities on account’ ot his tncarcera- 
tion. Miller, who formerly lived here, 
was a prominent churehman and spent 
money liberally in church and charit- 
able work. He is bitter in denunclation 
of what he terms the ingratitude of 
the Denver. people.

PITTSBURGH (Pa.,) May 24.—Free 
silver at a ratio of 16 to 1 of gold prom- 
ises to ba the main issue before the 
’ Prohtbitinist National Convention, 
which will convene dere next Wednes- 
day. Leaders of ch factions of the 
party are here, they say it will 
be the liveliest convention the Third- 
party people have ever held. Ex-Gov. 
J. P. St. John of Kansas will lead the 
free-silver wing of the party, while the 
opposition will be headed by Samuel 
Dickey of Michigan,.chairman of the 
National Central Committee, and a 
strong gold-standard man. 

Ex-Gov: St. John says that two-thirds 
of the Prohibitionists of the country are 
for free silver, but that the rank and 
file are too poor to come to the conven- 
tion.. It would cost a Kansas farmer 
the price of 400 bushels of corn to get 
here, he says, and, as their farms are 
all mortgaged, they cannot afford it. 

Chairman Dickey says there will be 
three factions in the convention. One 
which desires a platform for prohibt- 
tion only; one desiring any sound dec- 
laration which can be adopted without 
serious opposition, and a third which 
desires prohibition, free silver, woman 
suffrage, free trade, government owner- 
ship of railway and telegraph lines, re- 
stricted immigration, anti-monopoly, 
united ownership of land and ‘anything 
else that anybody wants.” 

This latter faction ts said to have a 
majority of the delegates, and is called 
the “broad gauge’ ung The leading 
candidates for the nominatton for Pres- 
ident are Joshua Levering of Baltimore, 
who represents the “narrow-gauge” 
wing; Charles N. Bentley of Nebraska, 
a free-silver or “broad-gauge’’ man, and 
John Metcalf of Bihode Island, repre- 
genting the — av. St. 


From the way the hotels

DEBS AGAIN “DECLINES.”

LONDON, May 2%4.—(Special 


patch.) Day by day it grows par- 


ently more clear that the Matabele-war 
is simply and only a device to distract 
attention from revelations concerning 
the Transvaal raid. It is freely asserted 
that the once-conquered Matabeles 
were incited to take up arms by raids 
upon their villages and the slaughter 
of their cattle on the pretence of e- 
terminating contagious diseases; that 
Buluwayo has never been in danger of 
assault for the reason that the rebels 
themselves have never made, nor con- 
templated aggressive movements, but 
are really hiding in the hills, and the 
murder of settlers was only in reprisal 
for similar outrages on natives. 

Although the telegraph lines and all 
sources of information are practically 
under the control of the Chartered 
Company, not a single cablegram has 
been received here giving actual and 
valid proof of the.existence of anything 
like a real war there, while an official 
report published yesterday notes that 
only one British soldier has been killed 
in action so far. Several, however, have 
been noted as wounded. 

The whole business from the begin- 
ning, in the opinion of many observant 
authorities, will eventually prove the 
most squalid and disgraceful chapter 
in recent European history, a gigantic 
stock-exchange operation in the name 
of patriotism. All the Conservative 
party and all of the Liberals allied to 
this class share in the hope of a forcible 
occupation of the Transvaal by the 
British troops. 

The “common people“ have not yet 
indicated their temper, except as the 
London Chronicle, alone among infiu- 
ential newspapers of either party, has 
ventured to express their views.

NEW YORK, May 24.—(Agsociated 
Press Copyright, 1896.) A gentleman, 
for forty-five years a resident in Cuba, 
in an interview today with a represen- 
tative of the Associated Press gave the 
following timely resume of the past and 
day, or that initiated February 24, 
1895. Owing to his interests in Cuba 
and his being in sympathy with the Cu- 
bans, he refused to permit his name 
to be used. He said: eth 

“The present rebellion was devised 
and planned by Cubans In New York. 
Following its inception a carefully- 
worked out propaganda was made in 
Eastern Cuba, and was conducted with 
great secrecy. It had many active 
agents among the best classes in Cen- 
tral and Eastern Cuba. Since the clove 
of the last war the very active propa- 
ganda of the autonomists has educated 
the Masses. Today they want equal 
freedom for all. 

“Everything was done by the masses 
through their representatives to per- 
Suade Spain to grant their reasonabie 
demands, but the long-promised re- 
forms were deferred from year to year. 
Early in 1896 many of the colored, or 
worki classes, were idle. Then, on 
the 24th of February, 1895, a number 
raised the flag of the rebellion and de- 
manded ‘Cuba Libre,’ or free Cuba. The 
standard of revolt was set up in a 
number of places, and the blacks joined 
the party leaders. 

“Simultaneously in Central 
small parties formed. At that time 
the movement was not deemed as really 
serious. However, the small parties 
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money are invested in mines and sugar 
estates in Cuba. 

“As to the question of belligerency, 
any delay in that, the Cuban residents 
Say, will simply prolong the war. The 
rebels say that they will not aceept 


any Cuba under Spanish rule. It must 


‘be a free Cuba. If, perchance, the 
United States intervened and asked for 
the sale of Cuba to Cubans under an 
American guarantee, such an arrange- 
ent would lead to a cessation of hos- 
les. Short of that ,they will accept 
nothing m Spain. Failing reéecogn: 
tion as belligerents; they will fight for 
ten years. Havana and Western Cuba 
are loyal.to Spain. Many loyal Span- 
lards, however, want fuller rights for 
Cuba. Annexation is not understood, 
nor with the masses acceptable. They 
would deem it but a change of masters 
‘without anv benefit to them. 

“The damage done to the coffee and 
Sugar estate- in Cuba,” said he is al- 
most irreparable.” 

He said: “Hundreds of Spaniards 
are sent to Cuba to take official posi- 
tions.

A MANUFACTURER’S CURIOUS EX- 
PERIENCE WITH THE BOERS. 


Ivory Production «a Declining In- 
dustry—Dangers of Cycling in 
Hot Weather—A Substitate for 
Glass in Skylight—Making Sail- 
ing Ships Go Faster. 


NEW YORK, May 23, 1396.—The fu- 
ture of the ivory industry is giving a 
good deal of concern to those who are 
specially interested in it. The total 


consumption of ivory amounted, on an 


average, between the years 1879 and 
1883, to 1,843,600 pounds. In the four 
years between 1889 and 1893 this aver- 


age had fallen to 1,423,400 pounds. A 


reduced import and consequent rise of 
prices for the raw ivory caused the ine 
creased use of cheaper materials in sub- 
stitution for ivory. For instance, in 
the first-named period there was used

As those elephants’ 
teeth which are the best suited for bil- 
liard balls are getting scarcer and 
scarcer, great difficulty js experienced 
in meeting the present demand, and 
prices are rapidly advancing. being at 
present more than $4 per pound for 
good quality. The best ball teeth are 
those of full-grown female elephants 
of the higher regions of equatorial 
Africa. These teeth usually weigh from 
twelve to eighteen pounds each, but 
are never heavier than thirty pounds. 
Bull elephat teeth are often flat and 
diseased in the center. America, Rus- 
sia, England and Italy buy the best 
billiard balls, while France and Ger- 
many, for the sake of cheapness, take 
many inferior balls, such as are ob- 
tained from the points of other teeth, 
and from hard West African teeth. 
Under the miscroscope, ivory is seen 
to consist of millions of infinitely small 
cells or tubes, filled with a glue-like 
substance. To this construction, call- 
ing to mind that of honeycomb, ivory 
Owes the wonderful elasticity which. 
in combination with other qualities. 
is not possessed by any other sub- 
stance. For perfect billiard balls the 
grain and weight of the different parts 
of the ivory should be uniform, so as 
to give equal balance and rolling. This 
accounts for the high prices that are 
asked for the choicest kind of billiard 
ball ivory. It is believed by experts 
that in twenty or thirty years a really 
fine ivo ball will be a rare article, 
and that with the disappearance of 
ivory the game of billiards will lose

‘Ivory for which no substitu: ves 
satisfaction is the bovering “nt 
keys. All good players say there is no 
substance that can equal ivory in 
smoothness and delicacy of touch. The 
speed of the execution of the modern 
virtuoso, often involving several thou- 
sand finger contacts in a minute, is 
such that the most minute fraction of 
an increase in the “drag” of the keys 
would be fatal to the success of a per- 
formance. This augmentation of the

DANGERS OF CYCLING IN HOT 
WEATHER. 


The world is largely composed of two 
0 of people; those who don’t know 
how to take care of themselves, and 
those who, possessing that knowled 
have not suflicient self — 
ise it. Woe ent self-control to util- 
. such as these, particularly, 
and for the public generally, Dr. J. 
F. Whitmyer, gives some valuable 
hints as to bicycling in very hot 
weather The habit of stopping by the 
wayside, and immediately indulging in 
a drink of iced water, cold beer, lemon- 
ade or any other drink, it is to be con- 
demned and carefully avoided. The 
cyclist should sit down and get thor- 
oughly cooled off before drinking any- 
thing that is cold. The practice of 
avoiding intense thirst by chewing gum 
may be indulged in safely if the pure 
and old-fashioned spruce gum is used; 
but the chewing of the modern “gums,” 
impregnated with all sorts of power- 
ful flavoring substances, may prove ac- 
tually more injurious to the stomach 
than the sudden shock inflicted on it 
by ice-cold drinks. People need to be 
very sure they are absolutely free from 
any sort of heart trouble before they 
ride up hill, and even then, if they are 
prudent, they will not do it. The wise 
bicyclist never rides up hill. Riding 
up hill is always a dangerous thing, 
but particularly so in warm weather. 
It causes the heart to overact at a 
furious rate, and this overaction, when 
continued for any length of time, must 
eventually cause an enlargement or 
dilation of the organ, with such symp- 
toms as shoriness of breath, rani 
feeble heart action, and loss of flesh 
and strength. The bicvelict who is not 
consumed with vanity. dismounts at the 
foot of the hill, and wheels his ma- 
chine to the summit. Another most 
serious danger to the health of the 
wheelman is in riding immediately af- 
tera meal. The wheel should never be 
mounted until after the process of diges- 
tion is well under way, say, from an 
hour and a half to two hours. Long 
rides should never be taken without 
proper training. Many young people, 
who cannot stand the prolonged strain 
of a “century run.“ do themselves an 
injury which may not be recovered in 
weeks, by attempting to do so. An- 
other danger to cyclists is sunstroke. 
In taking long rides in the country, it 
is best to ride before noon. and after 
4 o'clock in the afternoon. When seized 
with a feeling of exhaustion. fatigue. 
headache, or faintness. the rider should 
dismount at once and lie down in a 
cool and shady place. Riders who are 
subject to such seizures should carry 
a small quantity of aromatic spirits 
of ammonia. A teaspoonful in a lit- 
tle cold water do wonders. The 
„run,“ however, should be discontinued 
at once.

St. John’s. 


True Happiness—Personal Need 
of Patience. 


Spiritual Interpretation of the Bible. 
A View from: the Throne—Acts 
of the Aposties—Religion. 
Religious Notes. 


The Rt. Rev. Bishop Johnson made an 
official visitation to St. John’s parish 
yesterday and administered the rite of 
laying on of hands, or confirmation to 
forty persons, the largest class 
which has yet been presented to him. 
Of these fully half were adults, and 
only one was under 14 years of age. 
Eighteen were males, eight being full- 
grown men, in the prime of life. The 
candidates had been prepared and were 
presented by the Rev. B. W. R. Tayler, 
rector of St. John’s Church. Only a few 
weeks ago Bishop Nichols,. acting for 
Bishop Johnson, confirmed seven in the 
same church. The music was rendered 
by the well-known vested choir of St. 
John’s, and consisted of Stevenson's 
communion service in F. ; 

The bishop preached the sermon, tak 
ing his text from the Acts of the Apos- 
tles, i, 8:.“And.ye shall receive power, 
after the Holy Ghost is come upon you; 
and ye shall be witnesses unto me both 
in Jerusalem and in Samaria, and unto 
the uttermost parts of the earth.” a 

The processes of Nature for the most 
part are silent and mysterious. Un- 
questionably you and I influence each 
other without the medium of written 
or spoken language. Something like 
telepathy has become more than an 
assumption, that mind “communicates 
with mind has been generally accepted 
as a fact. All of these processes alike 
reflect the character and spirit of Him 
in accordance with whose laws they are 
brought about. 8 

I draw your attention to this fact be- 
cause it shows something of the great 
indifference of man to God Himself, 
because He is unseen because 
he is, as Isaiah says, “A God 
who hides Himself.“ The mission of the 
church is to teach men that God is. 
I think it will be apparent to any 
reader of scripture, that in the unfold- 
ing to us of this important truth, Christ 
simply gathered up, as it were, in a 
clear and definite form ‘those various 
hints given by God from time to time 
to the world. that He is the interpene- 
trating power that sustains and upholds 
the universe. 

The Holy Spirit has been active in all 

that. in God's mind, has been called 
into being. Tihhe Holy Spirit is the Lord 
and life-giver in all the processes of 
nature. He is represented in scripture 
as the one who brought into being the 
thought of God, and endued it with 
energy, moved on the face of the wa- 
ters. and out of that moving influence 
came into creation the successive days. 
The Holy Ghost is bringing all things 
together in His own -way. He has a far- 
reaching plan, and all things under His 
direction are constantly turning to the 
fulfillment of His tdea. Every event 
in history has been planned or watched 
over with this end in view. The thought 
that I want to give special prominence 
to, ig that the work of the Holy Spirit 
is as broad as the universe, and only as 
we realize this, will we be able to ap- 
preciate who the Holy Spirit is, and 
understaid His relation to us. 
Here, then, is our important thought. 
that the God that came on the first 
Whit-Sunday is the God of Nature un- 
folding all things; also He is the God 
of Providence, leading men to light and 
understanding. He is also the sealer of 
hearts, the revealer of truth, the in- 
spirer of enthusiasm and energy. 

If we speak the message of Christ, it 
is the Spirit of God that revealed it to 
us, and if Christ has told us the mes- 
sage, it is the Spirit working that ena- 
bled us to receive it. If Christ has 
given the duties of life, it is the Spirit 
that has made us live the life.

Knowledge opens our 
eyes to see difficulties,, hostilities and 
curses in life, and experience is the 
flaming sword which prevents us from 
entering that state of ignorance out of 
which education delivers us. -Christ 
said that His words are “spirit and 


Ute,“ and; in order to know and feel 


that inner spirit in His divine words, 
we must read between the lines and 
be guided by the Spirit into the eso- 
teric truth. This is no new opin- 
ion, for great minds during the. 
last two thousand years have cherished ° 
and declared it. Christ himself repre- 
sents the spiritual interpretation of the 
Bible. All His parables are allegori- 
cal, and not historical, representations 
of spiritual truth. Three classes fail 
to comprehend the spiritual sense of 
the Bible. Ingersoll represents the 
natural man,” who lives only in his 
senses. the animal class of human be- 
ings. The advocates of the so-called 
“higher criticism’’ imagine that they 
know the Bible when they have made 
a few discoveries about the dates and 
relation of some of its parts. As a 
class the higher critics are very nar- 
row-minded, dogmatic and exceeding 
conceited, and they virtually ignore 
the grand spiritual elements of 

The Catholic Church, and 
carnal interpretation. No uninspired 
man can understand the spiritual parts 
of the Bible. The literal sense may 
guide him to a great deal of truth, but 
he cannot “discern” the things of the 
spirit of God.

There are times when 
patience ceases to be a virtue; but there 
are infinitely more times for -self-re- 
straint in presenee of the exasperat- 
ing. But patience is never a com- 
promise, lack of protest, moral ob- 
tyscness, nor a weak acquiescence in 
aggressive wrong. 

This is an age ‘of hurry; in the un- 
rest of the present the most provident 
of us are apt to be out of patience. But 
here is hardly an hour, wher pa- 
tlence is not needed, and needed at 
the front. We have special occasion 
for patience with ourselvés; after we 
havs done the Will of Good to keep us 
steadfast. We need to exercise great 
patience with the mistakes, follies and 
weaknesses of our fellow-men; we need 
patience with the painful things which 


| intrude into our lives, with the trials 


which come to Stay; and there is a 
trial of our patience, in what appears 
to be the slow march of the kingdom 
of righteousness on earth.

HORTICULTURAL COMMISSION. | 


At 10:30 o’clock Monday morning the 
Supervisors will have before them the 
question of the appointment of two 
members of the Horticultural Commis- 
sion. The problem has grown in com- 

lexity instead of simplicity in the past 
ew days. 

Some weeks ago the Supervisors de- 
cided to reduce the number of commis- 
Stoners to one man, the matter was 
taken before the Superior Court, and 
Judge Otis rehdered a decision to the 
effect that the law on which the re- 
duction was made was illegal. This 
was of interest in a number of counties, 
especially Los Angeles, where there 18 
but one commissioner, and he has taken 
pains to refer Judge Otis’s decision to a 
number of attorneys, among them the 
Attorney of Los Angeles 
county. His advisers tell him that the 
Supreme Court has recently rendered a 
decision. on the Vrooman get, which is 
virtually a reversal of Judge Otis’s de- 

ision, and express a belief that the 

upreme Court would uphold the age 
pointment of.a single commissioner. In 
view of this late decision by the Su- 
preme Court, it is not impossible that 
the Supervisors will take steps to secure 
a new hearing of thelr case in the 
courts. 

But beyond the legal aspects of the 
case, there are some interesti points. 
A week ago it seemed settled that 
Messrs. Muscott and Melville would be 
appointed to the vacancies, Supervisor 
Ruggles, who at first had opposed Mr. 
Melville, was understood to have with- 
drawn his objections. Of a sudden, 
however, there was a rupture. Mr. 
Ruggles gave as his reason for again 
opposing Melville that he had discovered
